NEW YORK, March 2.—This newspaper 
announcement was made here last Thurs- 
day: “It is known here that besides the 
Lagonda-Amadis-Baracoa fleet, another 
expedition was fitted out in the United 
States to aid the Cuban insurgents. It 
started from a Southern port, ostensibly for 
Bluefields. As yet there is no record of its 
having reached that port. It is known that 
the munitions of war carried on the wags

schooner Meteor, Capt. Davis commanding. 
She loaded at Mob e, Ala., & port most 
convenient for any expedition into Carri- 
bean waters. But she did not load at any 
of the most frequented docks. She lay at 
oe Point, four miles north of Mobile, 
where stands a powder magazine. a 
parently she carried nothing more danger- 
ous or harmful than lumber. She is a small 
craft of but forty tons, and her deck was 
covered with lumber. 

After she had: been loaded Capt. Davis 
went to the Custom-house and asked for 
clearance papers to 8t. Andrews, a little 
island off the coast of Nicaragua. The 
Custom-house officials told him the United 
States had no Consular representative on 
St. Andrews. Then Capt. Davis said he 
would clear to Bocus Del Toro, a port in 
the State of Panama, Colombia. Papers in 
Hocus Del Toro were issued to him and 
Capt. vis left the Custom-house. But he 
return and asked for new clearance 

rs. to. Biluefields, Nicaragua. “Biue- 
Relas * said Capt. Davis, in explanation of 
the change, “‘is nearer to St. Andrews than 
is Bocus Del Toro.”’. 

The Custom-house officials were unsus- 
picious. They gave Capt. Davis clearance 

rs to Bluefields. hey were satisfied 
with his statement that the Meteor was 
loaded with 70,000 feet of lumber and bound 
for St. Andrews. They did not search the 
schooner nor inspect her. She passed out 
to sea on Feb. 19, and no attempt was made 
to detain her. 

Before she sailed the Meteor was thor- 
oughly ovérhauled and repaired and put in 
condition to stand the heaviest weather. 
8 was also well provisioned. 

After she was gone the customs officers 
said at first they were informed she car- 
ried guns and ammunition, including dyna- 
mite. When inquiries were made in Mobile 
the customs officers laughed at the idea 
that she carried munitions of war. Col- 
lector John C. King said he did not believe: 
the schooner carried arms, but he ad- 
mitted-she might have had them on board 
without his knowledge. He said, too, that 
such a rumor was started and an investiga- 
tion begun, but there the matter was 


dropped. 

It will interest the customs authorities of 
Mobile to learn that the Consul of a foreign 
Republic in this city knew that the Meteor 
was laden with arms. But when he learned 
that the expedition was not directed against 
the country he represents he dropped the 
matter. These arms, in all human proba- 
“ty, are intended for the Cuban insur- 
gents. It made no difference to Capt. Davis 
whether he cleared for St. Andrews, Bocus 
Del Toro or Bluefields. He can sail whither 
he wishes. He*“may rendezvous at St. An- 
drews with another vessel and ship the 
arms, or he may land them at some point 
on the Cuban coast. Or, again, he may 
land them at a Costa Rican port, whence 
they will be reshipped to Cuba. Gen. Maces, 
a very active Cuban revolutionist, was in 
Costa Rica when his compatriots in this 
city last heard from him. 

Of course, every one in New York, who is 
most active in aiding the insurgents in 
Cuba, deny all knowledge of the Meteor, 
her cargo or her destination. They are 
“propagandists,’’ they say, and know noth- 
ing of the shipment of arms. Up at that 
meeting in Hardman Hall this week they 
eubscri and invited subscriptions to buy 
the “sinews of war.”’ 

It is interesting to note here that there 
were fished out of the river at Fernandina, 
Fia.. eight cavairy carbines, thirty-six 
machetes, one case containing 3,500 empty 
cartridges, one case of canteens and seven- 
teen cases of cavalry equipments. They had 
been thrown overboard from the Lagonda. 


COLOMA’S BAND CAPTURED. 


Rifles and Much Ammunition 
Taken by the Government. 


HAVANA, March 2.—The Government 
troops have captured the whole insurgent 
band under the command of Antonio Lo- 
pez Coloma, who headed the uprising at 
Ybarra in the Matanzas District. The pris- 
oners have been taken to Matanzas. The 


Governor of Pinar del Rio made a raid on 
insurgent resort about six miles from 
provincial capital to-day and captured 

twenty rifies and 12,000 cartridges. Guiller- 

mo and Pedro Acevedo, conspicuous in- 
surgents, and two stray members of Colo- 
ma‘’s band have gone to the Matanzas au- 
thorities and professed their submission. 

Among the men captured with Coloma's 

band is a son of the Director of the Reina 

Meérceties Hospital in this city. 

Antonio Carbelo, a Havana tailor, was 
overtaken by troops at Yaguaramas, near 
Jaguer-Grande. He was carrying arms and 
displayed revolutionary emblems. As he 
refused to surrender he was shot dead. The 
committee from the Baire insurgents has 
not returned to Santiago for further con- 
suitation with Gen. Lachambre, but, after 
conferri with the insurgent leaders, has 
gone to mo Seriano.

Caustic Report of the Council 
Committe on Reform. 


$60,000 CAN BE SAVED. 


After a Year’s Labor the Committee 
Reveals a Rather Startling State 
of Affairs at the City Hall. 


The Council Committee on Retrenchment 
and Reform made its long-expected report 
last night. The committee, which was ap- 
pointed about a year ago, is composed of 
President Charles Nagel, Franklin Ferriss, 


Max Kotany and W. T. Anderson, and its 
object was to investigate the different city 
departments, with a view to reducing ex- 


penses. 

The offices investigated and commented 
upon in the report are the Street Commis- 
sioner, Harbor and Wharf Commissioner, 
Supervisor of Plumbing, Building Commis- 
sioner, Sewer Commissioner and Coroner. 

By the abolition of the offices of Super- 
intendent of Street Cleaning and: Repairs 
Superintendent of Excavations, clerk an 

keeper, street overseers and sprinkling 
inspectors the committee shows where a 
saving of $43,200 per annum could be made 
in the Street Department. 

The office of Building Commissioner is 
looked upon as an object Fesson to illustrate 
how public funds may be expended without 
any corresponding benefit. 

If the office must exist, and the committee 
sees no reason for it at present, recommen- 
dations of a reduction in the force show 
where $4,800 may easily be saved. aie 

The Supervisor of Plumbing is considered 
another useless office, as 1 its business 
could be transferred to the Sewer Depart- 
ment, thus saving $3,700 per year. 

If the Harbor and Wharf Commissioner 
and his assistant did their duty and gave 
their entire time to the business of the 
office the committee is of the opinion that 
the deputy in charge of the dumps and at 
least one watchman might be dispensed 
with, at a saving of $1,600. 


CORONER’S OFFICE. : 
The Coroner’s office is handled without 
gloves, as being unnecessarily expensive 


the .prevaling system of fees be abolished, 
as the stenographer makes as much money 
per year as the Coroner. The appointment 
of an official stenographer, with a fixed 
salary, is recommended. The committee 
also sees no reason why the Coroner, being 
a physician, should not conduct the post- 
mortems, without employing outside help. 
Itvis shown that a saving of $3,000 can be 
made in this office. 

In the Park Commissioner’s office the po- 
sition of assistant bookkeeper might be dis- 
pensed with and the park-keeper take 
charge of the meteorological observatory 
at Forest Park, thus saving $1,700. 

The report then takes up the subject of 
the comparative cost of running our city 
gevetaseens with that of other large cities. 

he committee inclines to the opinion that 
the difficulty in St. Louis is less in paying 
out t much money than in getting too 
little for what is paid out. 

A review is then made of the management 
of the eleemosynary institutions, the Police 
Department, street and sewer and tax-col- 
lecting departments in a general way. The 
subject of legislation is next referred to, | 
and adverse comment made on the remark- 
able increase in the number of private bills 
introduced, such as public drinking foun- 
tain, private scales-and relief bills of all

A SUMMARY. 

The committee then concludes the report 
as follows: : 

First—We recommend changes in offices 
which may be expected to result in the 
saving of about $60,000. 

Second—We submit that as yet the real 


power to secure retrenchment and effi- 
clency of administration rests with the ex- 
ecutive a ae ag rather than with the. 
legislative branch. But to acccomplish this 
we need not only a change in name, but 
an improvement in qualification. 

Third—We endeavor to point out how 
bills of a more or less private nature have 
in the legislative branch gained ascend- 
ency over general legislation: and how a 
reversal of this order of things must re- 
sult in a difect saving to the Treasury, 
indirectly in a decided improvement in t 
efficiency of the public service and city ad- 
ministration as a whole.

Why Modjeska Is Forbidden to 
| Play in Warsaw. 


CHICAGO, Ill, March 2.—The cable an- 
nouncement that Mme. Modjeska has been 
forbidden by the Russian Government to 
appear at the Moscow Theater because of a 
lecture on the oppression of the Poles éur- 


ing the Wofld’s Fair was not a surprise to 
Ralph a son of the Well-known ac- 
tress, who lives in this city. In a letter re- 
ceived by him last Wednesday, Mme. Mo- 
jeska writes: 

“The Russian Government is forbidding 
me to play in Poland. I must tell you how 
this happened. en I was in Posen a 
proposition was made to me to give two 
pet seraannces in Kalish as a benefit for Po- 
ish political prisoners. *On the day be- 
fore the performance was to have been 

ven the manager of the theater was noti- 
ed that the police had orders to prohibit 
my appearance. Now this only serves to 
make me more determined than ever to go 
to Warsaw itself and make for a per- 
formance there. In rega to Kalish, it 
could be said that the bition was the 
act of the local police. In Warsaw a prohi- 
bition must be inspired from St. Petersburg 
and must be carried out by the Governor. 
Yourko was more bitter and extreme against 
our people than the present Governor, 
Schouvaloff, and if Schouvaloff prohibits 
us in Warsaw, it will be plain that the act 
is really the act of the Czgar.”’

Sentences of Hawaiian Rebels Com- 
muted by President Dole. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 2.—The steam- 
ghip Australia arrived to-day seven days 
from Honolulu. Among her passengers are 
thirteen exiles from the Hawaii Islands. 


They were put on board by an official of the 
republic at the last moment before the sail- 
ing of the steamer. Among the number are 
only a few who have been accused of actual 
complicity in.the recent revolution. The 
others are mostly Britishers and Germans 
who made themselves obnoxious to the Re- 
ublican Government by doing too much 
alking: Among the exiles who became 
known as supporters of the revolutionary 
y are Wundenberg, Creighton, Peterson, 
thernil, Brown and Fitzsimmons. The 
most important news brought by the stea™m- 
er was the decision of President Dole and 
Cabinet commuting to imprisonment the 
death sentences imposed by court martial 
upon Wilcox, Seward, Rickard and Gulick, 
the four leading rebel plotters. The sen- 
tences were commuted to thirty-five years 
imprisonment and a fine of $10,000 each, This 
means there will be no execution as a result 
of the recent revolution. 


SUB-TREASURY TRANSFER. 


Mr. Small Must Wait Until the 
- Money Is Counted. 


‘The transfer of the Sub-Treasury from 
Bernard G. Farrar to George H. Small will 
be attended by much formality. Mr. Small 
will not take charge until his official bond 
is approved by the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury, and all the money in the vauits is 
counted and found to correspond with the 


s. 

The count will be made by a commission 
from the Treasury Department. All the pa- 
per money, amounting to four and one-half 
million dollars, will be fingered and counted, 
and all the coin will be weighed. Sample 
sacks of silver, gold and base metals will 
be counted and used as a weight in a bal- 
ance scale to determine the whole amount 
in the vaults. At present there is about $1,- 
600,000 in gold in the Sub-Treasury, but when 
Gen. Farrar took hold the amount was 
$7,310,000. ‘There are sixteen millions of sil- 
ver, four millions more than when Gen. 
Farrar’s term Of nickles and pen- 
nies there are 000 worth in the vaults. 
In all the Sub-Treasury contains about 

085,000 of money of all kinds. After the

HOT SPRINGS REFUGEES, 


Exodus Caused by Small Pox Continues 
and Trains Are Crowded. 


The exodus from Hot Springs owing to 
the small-pox continues. The morning train 
due here at 8 a. m. arrived at noon. It was 
late going to the Springs yesterday owing 


to the freight wreck on the Iron Mountain, 
aod as there is but one train there a day, ’ 
the crew took their time in starting back. 
Every car was crowded to its capacity, al- 
though an extra Pullman coach was at- 
tached. So anxious are the visitors at the 
Arkansas resort to get away that the means 
for their departure are not sufficient. 

R. E. Pratt, one of to-day’s arrivals, wired 
General Passenger Agent Townsend in this 
city for an additional Pullman, guaran- 
teeing the necessary fifteen fares. The car 
was ordered put on. very seat was taken 
at once. Mr. Pratt declares that he was 
not especially afraid of the pest, but that 
a gloom pervades the usually brilliant re- 
sort. The sole topic of conversation with 
every one is the small-pox. The interest 
in the subject has become morbid. From 
the time the guests in the big hotels gather 
for breakfast until midnight it is the same 
story. The depot is visited by crowds who 
watch with grave concern every outgoing 
train. Mr. Pratt fears that the disease is 
spreading, as every day new cases are being 
reported despite the efforts of the health 
authorities.

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NO NEW PARTY ESCAPADE. 


The Post-Dispatch’s warning of a few 

days back has been heeded. Neither 
Mr. Bland nor any other recognized 
leader of the silver forces will join in the 
absurd movement for a new party that 
would be ground to atoms between the 
upper and nether millstones of the two 
old parties. On the contrary, they have 
joined in a manifesto to the Democrats 
of the United States in which they ex- 
pressiy declare their belief that silver 
coinage and other needed financial re- 
forms can be securec through and by the 
Democratic party. 
- They are unquestionably right in their 
assertion that “the Democratic party 
cannot be brought to the support of the 
gold standard policy.” They are also 
right in the belief that “a large majority 
of the Democrats of the United States 
favor bimetallism.” They might have 
gone further and affirmed with equal 
truth that a majority of the people of the 
United States, whether Democrats or 
Republicans, favor it. Outside the small 
fringe of States along the Atlantic north 
of the Delaware there is nowhere a re- 
spectable minority that really favors gold 
monometallism with its accompaniment 
of a corporation-controlled credit cur- 
ena ae 

Under these circumstances it would be 
insensate folly for those Democrats 
who favér the hard money of the Consti- 
tution to forfeit the right of control which 
belongs to the majority and abandon to 
the minority the vast advantages which 
accrue to a party name associated with 
what is best in the country’s history and 
to the possession of the party organiza- 
tion.

TELEPHONE EXTORTION MUST GO. 

The Legislature should not adjourn 
until the bill for the regulation of tel- 
ephone charges is passed. 

According to this measure the business 
rate for St. Louts is fixed at $60, for Kan- 
sas City $45 and for all other cities $30. 
Residence rate for St. Louis and Kansas 
City $30 and for other places $20. 

In the light of known facts these rates 
are reasonable and will be amply remun- 
erative. The telephone monopoly has 
pleaded poverty whenever accused of ex- 
tortion, and so far has succeeded in de- 
feating the popular demand. In New 
York the local company earned a profit of 
473.91 per cent in the first six years of 
its. existence and has gone on raising 
rates ever since until now the charge is 
$240 a year. At the same time a toll rate 
of $40 for 400 messagés is offered in 
Buffalo, which seems to be an inconsist- 
ency. The concern in New York has been 
driven from one defense.to another until 
when the Gerst bill to regulate and re- 
duce charges came up in the Legislature 
at Albany, it fell back up2n the plea that 
the underground service cost more than 
the overhead and present rates were ab- 
solutely necessary. Investigation proves, 
however, that the first cost of the metallic 
circuit is only $16 for each telephone, and 
as the wires and ducts are practically 
indestructible, while the overhead sys- 
tem must be renewed every five years, 
charge for such service should be next 
to nothing.

SOUND RETRENCHMENT. 

The report of the Council Retrench- 
ment Committee contains sound recom- 
mendations evidently based upon a care- 
ful and intelligent examination of all the 
departments of our municipal govern- 
mént. : 

All that part of the report relating to 
the decrease of expenses in the various 
departments is eminently practical and 
suggestive. The committee shows that 
$60,000 per annum may be saved to the 
City Treasury by lopping off useless de- 
partments and superfluous employes 
without impairing the efficiency of the 
public service. 

As the committee suggests, municipal 
governments are notoriously extrava- 
gant. There is a constant tendency to 
multiply salaried places. This tendency 
has been especiallynoticeable in St. Louis 
during the last few years. While nearly 
all branches of private business have 
been adjusted to new conditions by rigid 
economy, municipal affairs have been 
comducted in the same extravagant man- 
nef as in periods of inflation and buoyant 
prosperity. New offices have been cre- 
ated and salaries increased in this city 
until the cost of running the municipality 
is excessive even to profligacy. 

The chief object and value of the work 
of municipal reform which has been suc- 
cessfully begun in New York is the re- 
trenchment of municipal expenses. The 
first task of the reform knife is the lop- 
ping off of useless offices and the pruning 
down of extravagant outlay in municipal 
work. 

Such reform is imperative in this city 
just now. The treasury is depleted, while 
money is badly needed for public work. 
The new City Hall must be completed to 
prevent loss and disgrace. The munici- 
pal institutions suffer for lack of exten- 
sion and repairs. Pressing improvements 
await appropriations for which funds 
cannot be found. Economy is a necessity. 
The $60,000 thrown away on superfiuities 
can be put to good use.

In the closing days of a congressional 
session lobby jobs and raids on the Treas- 
ury are to be expected.

But a job has been rushed through the 
Senate which shows that senatorial cour- 
tesy sometimes covers job& as well as 
lesser sins, that it represents on occasion 
the solidarity of senatorial interests.

AMENDING THE SUNDAY LAWS.

Massachusetts Would Pronibit Amuse- 
ments on the Sabbatb. 

BOSTON, Mass., March 2.—In the Senate 
the Joint Judiciary Committee unanimously 
reported a bill amending the Sunday laws 
so that whoever is present at a game of 
sport or any public diversion except a con- 
cert of sacred music upon the Lord’s day 
shall be fined $5 for each offense. A fine not 
exceeding $50 shall be imposed upon any 
person keeping open his eines of business, 
exceptin or work of necessity or charity, 
or for taking part in sport, games or plays. 
A punishment of from $50 to $500 is provided 
for the proprietor or manager of such enter- 
tainment. Another section provides that 
Mayors, Aldermen and Selectmen shall not 
grant licenses for concerts or sac music, 
nor for theatrical exhibitions, public shows 
or exhibitions of any description on the 
Lord's day.

FOUR NOW DEAD. 
More Bodies Taken | From the Orchard 
Street Ruins. 


NEW YORK, March 2.—The fall of the 
building’ in course of construction at No. 
157 Orchard street late yesterday afternoon 
is found to have been more destructive of 
life than was first supposed. To-day three 
corpses were removed from the ruins, mak- 


ing the casualties four killed and eight seri- 
ously injured, e les recovered to-day 
are those of John Marle, Joseph Cresentix 
and Joseph Marr, all of whom were em- 
ployed upon the building. 

Following the callo of the building at 
Forty-third street and Tenth avenue yester- 
day morning the fall of the Orchard street 
ae in the afternoon made quite a 
record for one day.

' AUTOMATIC CAR-FENDER. 


Device That Operates Without the Aid 
of a Motorman.
